2. I, personally know very little about ARISUE with the exoeption of what 
I found In the IRB files vhAeh eeaolude that he la "an opportunist", but that 
he dees maintain a number ef contacts from his former Army days. He also is 
regarded as well off financially, and there seems te be suoh doubt as to the 

seuree ef his income. 

3. During the dinner mentioned above, ARISUE mentioned that he weald 
like te maintain oeataet with me - as an btbassy official in the polities! 
division - following Hagae's departure. I opined that suoh should prove 
mutually beneficial, and let it go at that! 

4. Following this meeting, I eheek him out with c 3 and fount out 
that ARISUE is listed as a dose contact ef C- II 

5. It is requested that you advise COS of this recent contact and ask him 

whether or net he wishes me te (a) pursue this oontact or (b) drop it graciously. 
Personally, I prefer the latter! v
